Dulles Promises Full U. S. Aid to Allies as Planned

Washington, (JP)—President Ei- 


senhower has directed special am- 
oassador James P. Richards to end 
nis tour of Middle Eastern coun- 
tries without visiting Egypt, Syria 
ind Jordan, where the Eisenhower 
(ffldeast program has become bit- 
terly controversial. 


The State Department announc- 


ed today Eisenhower has asked 
Richards to come home "as soon 
as feasible to confer with him on 
preparations for the new mutual 
security bill." 


He will arrive -in Washington 


May 8 and attend a meeting of 
congressional leaders on foreign 
aid at the White House May 9. 
Meanwhile, he will visit Israel, 
Tunis and Morocco. 
That will 


bring to 15 the number of nations 
he has toured for the declared 
purpose of explaining the Eisen- 
hower anti-communist 
program 


and offering U. S. assistance. 


There have been reports that 


Egypt and Syria, both friendly to 
Russia, would be willing to receive 
Richards. However, some officials 
here have thought they might use 
his presence as an excuse for anti- 
American demonstrations and in- 
cidents. 


King Hussein of Jordan is pro- 


Western and has been supported 
by the United States in his1 resist- 
ance to Egyptian - Syrian - Soviet 
pressures to impose on Jordan a 
government of extremists. 
But 


Hussein has felt it necessary to 
disavow any interest in the Eisen- 
hower program and therefore to 
state that Richards would not be 
asked to Jordan. 


Because,-of,ttie;~iswitch_in plans, 
Richards canceled a-proposed trip 
to Bonn, Germany, to see Secre- 
tary of State Dulles, who is at- 
tending a North Atlantic Council 
meeting there. 


Officials concede privately there 


is no urgent need for them to 
confer anyway. The Bonn arrange- 
ment was actually a device for 
getting Richards out of an embar- 
rassing situation— he had been 
waiting in Ethiopia for a clarifica- 
tion of the 
Jordan-Syrian-Egypt- 


ian situation. 


The original plan was for for- 


mer Rep. Richards to visit 18 
countires. The new schedule calls 
for him to return after visits in 
Tel Aviv, where he will arrive to- 
morrow; Tunis, May 4; and Rabat, 
Morocco, May 6.

Washington, (JP)—The Inter- 


state Commerce Commission ays 
s. passenger-freight train, crash 
Feb. 28. at Ripley, N. Y., was 
caused by a combination of human 
error and failure of an automatic 
train stopping device. 


Three trains collided at a cross- 


over switch in an area controlled 
from Erie, Pa. 
The passenger 


tra'in engineer was killed and one 
passenger hurt. 


The ICC said yesterday the 


freight train was proceeding over 
the crossover according to signals 
and the passenger train's speed 
had been cut from 68 to 28 miles 
an hour too late. 


The Government agency said the 


passenger train crew ha,d been un- 
able to see a series of signals be- 
cause of the glare of an afternoon 
sun. 


The automatic device, which the 


ICC report said was rusted and 
short circuited, should have stop- 
ped the passenger train before it 
reached the crossover. 


Harrisburg ((^P)—The legisla- 


ture today approved finally the 
placement of a Korean bonus ref- 
erendum on the November ballot. 


The referendum to amend the 


constitution would authorize the 
state to borrow 150 million dollars 
for payments to more than 300,000 
Pennsylvania veterans of the Ko- 
rean conflict. 


Enabling legislation, fixing the 


exact bonus payments and estab- 
lishing the paying procedure, also 
would have to be enacted before 
payments could begin—if the vot- 
ers approve. An enabling bill is al- 
ready before the Legislature. 


The Senate authorized putting 


the question on the'ballot by a 49- 
0 vote without debate. Nineteen 
Republican and nine Democratic 
senators were in their seats at the 
time the vote was taken. "The re- 
mainder were recorded in favor of 
the measure by consent. 


The Korean bonus proposal was 


approved by the 1955 Legislature, 
thus clearing the way for its sub- 
mission to the people this year. 


The bonus question was only 


one of six plans to amend the con- 
stitution that were before the Sen- 
ate for action—a record number 
for one day in recent years. 


By the same unanimous vote, 


without discussion, constitutional 
amendments to provide for annual 
sessions of the Legislature and ab- 
sentee voting also were passed. 
The absentee voting measure also 
will appear on the November ballot 
but the annual sessions bill must 
go before the next 
Legislature 


first. 


In quick order the Senate also 


approved 4 9 - 0 proposed consti- 
tutional' amendments that would 
drop the minimum voting age 
from. 21 to 18 in Pennsylvania and 
grant special ^tax privileges to 
owners of private forest reserves. 


Final action on still another 


proposal dealing with voting privi- 
leges for people who move less 
than 60 days before an election 
was put off until next week. 


The six constitutional amend- 


ments called for: 


Allowing absentee voting if a 


citizen ig unable to go to the polls 
because of being ill or out of town 
on business. 


Annual sessions of the legisla- 


ture instead of once every two 
years and limiting the meetings 
in even-numbered years to action 
on state finances only. 


Special tax privileges to owners 


of private forest preserves.

Doctor Is Charged 


With Aiding Addicts 


Pittsburgh 
(JP)—A physician 


for the Pittsburgh Board of Edu- 
cation is charged with illegally 
prescribing narcotics for at least 
42 addicts. 


Dr. Samuel R. Cohen, 63, was 


arrested yesterday In his North 
Side office by a city detective and 
a state narcotics agent. They said 
he sold pre-dated prescriptions to 
one addict for $33. 


Police said Cohen, who also is 


a physician for the State Dept. of 
Public Assistance, has been 
un- 


der investigation since January. 


Cohen told reporters later: 
"A doctor has certain privileges 


for perscnbing narcotics. Most ad- 
dicts have been to hospitals and 
have had cures which did not last. 
The res-olt is that they are in phy- 
sical pain. If a doctor doesn't give 
them narcotics, they will go out- 
side and steal them."

Derby which will be run aver 1% 
miles at Churchill Downs Satur- 
day. 


Bold Ruler, long-striding dark 


bay colt from Mrs. H. C. Phipps1 
Wheatley Stable who moved into 
the favorite's role at 8-5 yesterday 
when Gen. Duke turned up with 
an injured left front foot, was the 
first horse entered. 


If the additional $1,250 starting 


fee is paid on all 10, the race will 
have a gross value of $153,300 
with a net of $109,200 going to the 
winner. 


Bold Ruler, with whom jockey 


Eddis Arcaro will seek his sixth 
derby triumph, actually was en- 
tered yesterday by his 82-year-old 
trainer, Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, 
but announcement of the entry 
was not made until this morning. 


A couple of hours before enter- 


ing the Calumet pair of Gen. Duke 
and Iron liege, trainer Jimmy 
Jones said "We still may not know 
whether we can run the General 
until right before post time." A 
horse can be scratched any time 
until 45 minutes before post time. 


Jones, however, didn't name a 


rider for either of his horses as 
he beat the 9:30 a. m. deadline by 
five minutes. But if Gen. Duke 
starts, Willis Hartack is expected 
to be in the saddle with Dave Erb 
up on Iron Liege. In event the 
General doesn't start, Hartack 
will ride Iron Liege.

CARRIER TASK 
FORCES AGAIN 
IN A DISPUTE

Washington, (.3?)—Secretary of 


the Air Force Donald Quaries 
says that a single hydrogen-head- 
ed guided bomb launched by a 
plane could knock out a naval task 
force. 


And Air Gen. Nathan Twining 


claims that high-level attack by 
a single squadron of heavy or me- 
dium jet bombers dropping nu- 
clear bombs could produce the 
same result. 


Publication today of testimony 


by top Pentagon leaders before a 
House Appropriations subcommit- 
tee revealed that committee ques- 
tioning stirred the Air Force and 
Navy 
into 
renewed 
argument 


about the vulnerability of carrier 
task forces. 


Charles Thomas, until recently 


secretary of hte Navy, and Adm. 
Arleigh Burke, chief of naval op- 
erations, testified that a carrier 
force would be difficult to locate 
in the open sea. Even if it were 
located, they said, the missile and 
countermissile defenses of 
the 


force would give it a high degree 
of protection from a 11 a eking 
planes. 


The testimony was given in Jan- 


uary and February—Some time 
before Quaries was named deputy 
secretary of defense and Twining 
was chosen chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 


Quailes said that if bombers 


with an air-to-surface guided mis- 
sile having a 50-to-100 mile range 
approached a carrier task force, 
"I do not know of anything that 
could be done to prevent that mis- 
sile, if it were armed with a mega- 
ton warhead, from ^knocking out 
a carrier task force'/'depending on 
how the force was deployed." 


When Twining was asked how 


ships maneuvering could be at- 
tacked, he replied: 


"With bombers using atomic 


weapons." 


How close would the bombs need 


to come? 


"A couple of miles. 
A, 'near 


miss' works in this case. You can 
miss them quite a ways and still 
sink them or put them out of com- 
mission." 


Burke said the use of radar by 


reconnaissance planes would give 
away the attempted attack and 
that the enemy would sustain "ter- 
rific damage" from the aircraft 
and missile defenses of the task 
force. 


The Navy also received support 


from two other powerful quarters 
—Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson and Adm. Arthur W. Rad- 
ford, present JCS chairman. When 
Chairman Mahen (D-Tex) asked 
about the Defense Department's 
recommendation for a 310 or 314 
million dollar appropriation for an 
atomic carrier, Wilson replied that 
"we thought it was the right thing 
to do," and added: 


"You may say that a big car- 


rier is a good target. But what 
about an air base?" 


Radford insisted that "the prob- 


lem of finding a carrier striking 
force is still going to be difficult."

"Buck" Weaver, head of the sur- 


veying team out of Pittsburgh U. 
S. Engineer office in Pittsburgh, 
said this morning that he and his 
men expect to be in the area for 
two years mapping and catalog- 
ing all the land this side of the 
disputed Seneca reservation. 


"However," he said, "if Congress 


fails to appropriate the next $1,- 
000,000 we will -pull out July 1st." 


The new men are working with 


crews still engaged in

test borings at the proposed dam 
site. They are also surveying up 
at Kinzua. 


Once actual property boundaries 


have been finalized, government 
appraisers will be in to assess the 
buildings, grounds and mineral 
rights.

At that time, Beck repeatedly 


invoked the Fifth Amendment, 
pleading it might tend to incrimi- 
nate him if he testified whether he 
had disappropnated some §320,000 
of union funds for his personal 
use. Beck noted he was the sub- 
ject of an income tax probe. 


The Teamster 
chief 
irritated 


some members of the committee 
by referring again and again to 
Duff as his legal adviser. The 
senators said they were not im- 
pressed. 


When Beck hired Duff before 


the March hearing, Duff said he 
would not appear with the Team- 
ster president because the inquiry 
was based on information gather- 
ed in part while Duff still waa in 
the Senate. He was defeated for 
re-election last year.

ment saying that Duff would not 
appear with him at the hearing 
next week and that "this has ne- 
cessitated my disassociating Sen- 
ator Duff and his law firm from 
representing me."

MacGowan, one of the" principal 
promoters, spent about half., an 
hour Wednesday evening soliciting 
funds for further carrying on the 
work and his efforts were reward- 
ed toy donations amounting,' to 
$100.'He thinks that there will bs, 
no difficulty in raising several hun- 
dred dollars. It is intended to grade 
the top edge of the bank, move 
the iron fence back, where it is 
too close to the edge, and lay a 
walk from the railroad bridge to 
the YMCA building. The trees will 
be trimmed and more planted. A 
walk will also be built along the 
edge of the water and seats will 
be placed at various places. In time 
the bank will bs terraced but that 
will not be accomplished this sea- 
son. 
The efforts on the part of

"We 
had used E flat and G for ssveral 
years," Thornburgh said, "but de- 
cided to advance ths tone one full 
pitch in 1957. "It's our opinion that

slightly better penetration through 
road noise, thus providing a bet- 
ter warning - device. In addition, 
we think the new combination 
furnishes a more mellow and pleas- 
ing sound." The problem'of horns 
is becoming .of increasing import- 
ance in the automobile industry. 
Cars are '.insulated -much -.-better 
than 'they were a few years back 
to keep out road noises and furnish 
more audio comfort for passeng- 
ers. Among the standard ."road 
noises, of course, are the soxmds 
of horns. "The answer is not more 
horns," said Thornburgh. "Tests 
show that increasing the number 
of musical notes does not add to 
the audibility of the horns' sound. 
"Our old tone combination of E 
flat and G operated at 311 and 390 
cycles per second, respectively. By 
changing to F and A, at 350 and 
440 cycles per second, we think we 
have arrived at the immediate 
answer while still remaining with- 
in the bounds of permissible in- 
tensity." 


We are receiving calls every 


day from persons who had the 
thrill of seeing the Arend-Roland 
Comet, now clearly visible on clear 
nights as it streaks, across the 
northwestern sky. For the infor- 
mation of those who have not as 
yet located this celestial the fol- 
lowing may be helpful: Dr. James 
B. Schroyer. a science professor at 
Waynesburg 
College, 
said 
the 


comet should be visible for several 
hours on clear evenings until the 
middle of May. Dr. Richard L. 
Brown, professor of physics at Al- 


legheny College in Meadville, ,said 
he first witnessed the phenomenon 
las Wednesday. The comet.is clear- 
ly visible without the aid of a 
telescope although at times last 
night it was not very bright, as 
though there was a haze or cloud 
between it and the earth. As seen 
now, 
it is located below and to 


the left of the North Star. Between 
now and the time the comet disap- 
pears from sight in this area, it 
will move higher in the sky and 
nearer to the Big Dipper. The 
comet is an estimated million miles 
in length. The best time" to view 
it is between 9 and 10 a. m.-The 
cornet actually is not a- heavenly 
body although it is larger than 
the earth. It is described as a. 
"mass of small particles of stray 


I materials". Pressure caused from 
| sun light causes some of the parti- 


j cles to move out from the main, 


j mass, which is the head of the 


comet, and these form the tail.

Good Results in the Treatment 
Of Deep Cancer Are Reported 
Through Use of Atom Smasher 


By RENJNTE TAYLOR 
AP Science Reporter 


Los Angeles (IP)—Hopeful 
re- 


sults in the treatment of deep can- 
cer with a small atom smasher 
were reported today by a 
Stan- 


ford University radiologist. 


All traces of malignancy in 48 


out of 74 patients treated in 
a 


little more than a year have dis- 
appeared, Dr. Malcolm A. Bag- 
shaw told the California Medical 
Assn. 


It is far too early to call these 


results cures, because the cancers 
could reappear. Five to ten years 
free of the disease would consti- 
tute what doctors call a cure. 


The initial apparent successes in- 


cluded, a child 22 months old with 
cancer of the ej-e, one of the most 
common, forms of malignancy in 
the very young. A second child 
with this disease also is 
being 


treated with some indications of 
favorable results, 
Dr. Bagshaw 


said. 


Besides 
the 
48 
encouraging 


cases, cancers at certain sites in 
five other patients disappeared un- 
der this treatment but the malig- 
nancies broke out in other parts 
of their bodies. 


Twentj'-one of the 74 patients 


received no help from the atom 
smasher, Dr. Bagshaw said. These 
included eight who had been treat- 
ed previously with conventional 
X-ray equipment, three who were 
far advanced and had no hope of 
great benefit and three who could 
not be found later for checkups. 
That left only seven cases giving 
definite evidence of failure. 


The treatment machine 
is 
a 


linear accelerator, which produces 
high-energy electrons. The elec- 
trons in turn produce the X-rays 
which attack the cancer. They are 
the same as those which come 
from a conventional X-ray machine 


[ except they are much more potent 
—six million volts compared with 
200,000 or 300,000 volts. 


This instrument is a small edi- 


tion of a 700-million-volt machine 
developed by Stanford physicists 
for atomic research. Its rays can 
penetrate about three inches 
of 


flesh and bone, which means 
it 


can reach just about any point in 
the chest or abdomen, and can do 
so more effectively than conven- 
tional X-rays. It was built under 
the direction of Prof. Edward L. 
Ginzton, physicist, and Dr. Henry 
Kaplan, radiologist.

verted to summer cooling by the 
flick of a switch.
